POPULATION FACTS 


The census bureau has issued a 
bulletin on the composition and 
characteristics of the population 
of Texas, which supplies 
infer 
ination of value concerning such 
current questions as better school 
facilities, 
compulsory 
education 
and disfranchisement of 
illiter­ 
ates. 
The total number of male» 21 
years of age and over in Texas 
is 1,003,357, representing 25.7 per 
cent of the population. 
Of such 
males. 83.3 per cent arc whites 
and 10.6 per cent negroes. 
Na­ 
tive whites represent 72.1 per cent 
of tlie total number and foreign 
horn whites 11 2 per cent. 
Of 
the 112,152 foreign horn 
white 
males of voting age 
13,381, 
or 
38.7 per cent, are 
naturalized. 
Males of militia ug«* 
18 to 44 
number 804,980, which in lieates 
that Texas could muster an army 
about as la rg e as all the southern 
states mustered in the sixties 
Tlo* total number of persons 
of school age 
that is. from 6 to 
20 year», inclusive 
is 1,363,713, 
of whom 790,736, or 58 per cent, 
attended school. 
For boys from 
6 to 20 
yean, 
inclusive, 
the 
percentage attending school was 
57.7; for girls, 58.3. 
For chil- 
dren from 6 to 1 1 years, inclusive, 
the percentage attending school 
was 70.2. 
In urban communities 
the ¡jerccntage of children of that 
age attending school w as 74.3 and 
¡ in rural, 69.2. 
From these figures it is evident 
that in spite of the large number 
of children employed in gainful 
occupations in the cities, the per­ 
centage 
of 
children 
attending 
school is larger in tin* cities than 
in the country districts. The only 
explanation of this condition is 
tin* lack of adequate school fa­ 
cilities and good roads 
in 
the 
country districts. 
There are 283,904 illiterates in 
Texas, representing 9.9 per cent 
of the total population 10 years 
of age and over, as compared with 
14.5 per cent in 1900. 
The per­ 
centage of illiteracy is 14.5 per 
cent among foreign born whites, 
24.6 
among 
negroes, 
and 
4.3 
among native whites. 
The lack 
of school facilities is reflector in 
the fact that the percentage of 
illiterate is 7.1 per cent in 
tin* 
towns and cities and 10.9 per con‘ 
in the country. 
The town and city population 
shows a smaller proportion 
of 
children than the country popu­ 
lation and a larger proportion of 
persons in tin* prime of lit’«*, which 
demonstrates that the cities and 
towns 
are 
still 
drawing 
the 
hoys aiul girls from the farm.
